Straw is put to strange uses In Ja- 


pan.£ Most of the horses are shod with 
straw. 
Ev°n the clumsiest of cart 


horses wear straw shoes. 
In their 


care the shoes are tied around the 
ankles with straw rope and arc made 
of the ordinary rice straw, braided so 
that they form a sole for the foot about 
half an Inch thick. These soles cost 
about a half penny per t.alr, and when 
they arc worn out they are thrown 
away. Every cart has a stock of fresh 
new shoes tied to the horse or to the 
front of the cart, and In Japan It was 
formerly the custom to measure dis- 
tance largely by the number of horse- 
shoes it took to cover the distance. So 
many horseshoes made a day's jour- 
ney, and the average shoo lasted for 
about eight miles of travel.
